NOTCA, 


E Garriſon was alarmed with the 
firſt News of a large Fleet of French 
Tranſports being in Sight of the 
Ifland on Saturday April the 17th. 

The Alarm continued the whole Day, and 
various were the Accounts as to the Number of 
Ships, but all agreeing that a French Fleet was 
in Sight. On the next Day, April 18, being 
Eaſter Day, part of Colonel Riche's Regiment 
came from the Country, who brought an Ac- 
count that the French were landed at Cieuta- 
della. Upon this Intimation all neceſſary Pre- 


cautions were immediately taken, and proper 


Care for Defence. The Artillery, and addi- 
tional Gunners were ſtationed, and nothin 

was left undone which Wiſdom could ſuggeſt, 
or Courage inſpire, and a fixed and firm Reſo- 


lution appeared in all to make the beſt and 


ableſt Defence they could. The various Ac- 
counts of their Strength and Number continued 
for the whole Day. On the next Day, April 
19, the remaining Part of Colonel R:che's Re- 

giment 
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giment arrived, with a Confirmation of the 


French being landed at Cieutadella before they 


evacuated the Place: whence the Guard alle 


retired, leaving a Corporal behind, who was 


made Priſoner by the French. The Weftern 
Signal Houſe Guard alſo retired into the Fort. 
All Colonel Cornwallis's Regiment left Mahon, 
and matched to reinforce the Garriſon by Or- 
der of the Governor ; and the General detached 
Lieutenant Colonel Bufane with 200 Men to 
Mahon to obſerve the Enemy's Motion, of 
whom there being no Appearance for the whole 
Day, Colonel Bufane with his Detachment 
ſaid there all Night. On the next Day, Tweſ- 
day the 2oth, the General detached 100 Men 
more, to join and reinforce Colonel Bufane, 
and alſo detached another Party in the Country 
to drive all the Cattle they could find into the 
Fort, for the Uſe of the Garriſon. Upon this 
Expedition the Spaniards wounded two of our 
Men belonging to Lord Effingham's Regiment, 

who were placed as Centries at an Out-poſt. 
Our Scouts brought Advice that the French ta 
the Amount of 12000 were landed, and on 
their march to. Mahon ; upon which Account 


Colonel Bufane's Party left Mahon, and re- 
tired into the Garriſon, as likewiſe did a Party 


of Miners who were employed in {pringing : 1 
Mine, which was under the Grey- Frier, 
Mahon, in order to fill up the Road which [ed 
to the Garriſon. Forty Men who belonged to 
the Regiments in Gibraltar, and all the Marines 
I on 
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ia 
on board the Men of War which lay in the 


Harbour, were commanded into. the Garriſon, 
as a Reinforcement, and the Britiſb . ada, 


ſix in Number, ſailed out of the Harbour; 


Captain Scroop having firſt with 140 of his Men 
joined the Garriſon, who ſent the Defiance to 


Sea, under the Command of his Lieutenant. 


On Wedneſday the 21ſt, the Marlborough Guard 
was greatly alarmed, thinking the Enemy ap» 


proached to attack them ; but their Fears were 
ſoon diſſipated, it proving only to be the Spa- 


niards taking Flight into the Country, Num- 


bers of whom were brought into the Garriſon 
by different Parties of ours. 

We could plainly perceive the Enemy at 
Cape Mola, and Places adjacent on the oppoſite 
Side of the Harbour, and at Night we doubled 
our Piquets, and detached them into Town to 
un-head. all the Wine Caſks, which they ac- 
cordingly executed, ſpilling the Wine, and 
bringing, all the p Caſks into the Garriſon, 
which proved of infinite Service during the 
Siege, in erecting Blinds, Traverſes, and other 
neceſſary Uſes. A Piquet of the Artillery, and 
additional Gunners manned thoſe Batteries 
which were moſt expoſed to the Enemy, and 
on this Day the whole Garriſon were ſerved 
with a Pint of Wine each Man. On the next 
Day a Fire Ship which was in the Harbour, 
was ſunk by General Blakeney's Order, which 
was ſcarcely executed. before an Account was 


braught that the French were advancing from

Elliore to Mabon ; upon which the General diſ- 


patched the Drum Major of Colonel Cn 
wallis's Regiment in Military Form, to demand 
the Reaſon of the French King's Troops land- 
ing in an hoſtile Manner, in his Majeſty's Iſland 
of Minorca. © A Party of the Enemy advanced 
as far as Mahon, and they poſted a Captain's 
Guard at Middle Mount, which is half Way 
between Mahon and the Garriſon. They alſo 
went on board and towed up the Prizes to Ma- 


bon which had been taken by our Men of War, 


and anchoring out of Gun-ſhot from the Gar- 
tiſon. In the mean Time no Precaution was 


left untaken by the General for Security of the 


Garriſon, who ſtrengthning our Guards and 
Picquets, added more Gunners to the different 
Batteries, On the next Day the Drum Major 
returned, 'who gave an Account that he had 
been con \duted from Middle Mount to Mahon 
under a Guard by a Party of the Enemy, ng 
kept blind- folded until brought to the'General's 

Quarters, where upon his Arrival he was re- 
ſtored to Sight, and carried before him, when 
in due Form executing the Office upon which 


he was diſpatched, after ſome ſhort Conſultation 


he was guided to Elliore, to the Dake de Rich- 
lieu the General in chief, where he was de- 
tained all Night, during which Time he ſaw a 


numerous Army on their march to Mahon. He 


ſaw alſo fix Pieces of Cannon, and a Prince of 


the Blood who came a Volunteer upon this 
Expedition. Upon this Information the Go- 


 vernor |; 
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vernor augmented the Guards, and all was quiet 


for the Remainder of the Day. In the Morn- 
ing, Saturday the 24th, we diſtinguiſhed the 
Enemy's Approach by hearing their Drums 


beat, and their Morning Gun fire, and ſoon 


diſcovered their main Body on their march be- 
tween Middle Mount and St. Philip's; but ſud- 
denly diſappearing, we apprehended they had 
taken a Circuit in order to attack Marlborough 
Fort, which is ſeparated from the Garriſon by 
a Creek of the Sea, called St. Stephen's Cove; 
but inſtead of attacking this Fort, they en- 
camped at about a Mile and half's Diſtance 
from the Garriſon. This Afternoon the French 
Fleet came in Sight, and bore ſo near the Har- 
bour that we concluded they would attempt to 


come in, but they did not. The laſt of the 


Prizes were on this Day brought to: Mahon. 
Nothing more remarkable happened either this 

Day or the next, but that the French Fleet kept 
cruizing round the Harbour's Mouth. On the 
Morrow, being Monday the 26th, we could 


_ perceive by Computation upwards of 500 of 


the Enemy marching towards Cape Mela on the 
oppoſite Side of the Harbour. It will not be 
improper here to take Notice of the Politeneſs 
and Complaiſance of the Generals to each other 
in their Turn. The Duke de Richelieu having 
diſpatched a Drummer with a Letter to our 


| Governor, complaiſantly ſent him a Preſent of

On Tuęſday the 27th the 
Enemy took Poſſeſſion of the Town of St. Phi- 
lip's, and mounted a Guard at Stanhope's Tower, 
Now Hoſtility firſt commenced, by a few ſtrag-

1 voked our Men to return the Fire with better 


| Succeſs, having killed one, and wounded ano- 

| ther. The French Aggreſſors underwent the 
N Diſcipline of whipping through the Camp for 
fring without Orders. The French Fleet hav- 
1 Ing gone to the weſtward, gave a ſmall Veſ- 
Hh ſel from Gena in Ballaſt an Opportunity of 
1 coming into the Harbour, but returned again 
p in the Evening to their old Station, and ſtood 
j ſo cloſe on the 28th to the Harbour, that we 
| bad again great Apprehenfion they would en- 
| ter, which however ſoon vaniſhed upon their 
ſtanding off again. In the Evening we ſaw 
Numbers of the Enemy in the Town, from 
whence it was inferred they intended to attack 
ſome Part of the Garriſon, but were miſtaken 
for this Time, as will appear afterwards. We 
had now the firſt Order that every Perſon bear- 
ing Arms. ſhould be ready upon any Alarm; in 
Conſequence of which, none undreſſed or pulled 
off one Garment. On the 29th all our Provi- 
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Weſt, and in the Afternoon a large Party of

ſions were removed to a Magazine more contl- 
guous to the Caſtle, being till this Day at an 
out-Part of the'Garriſon, On the zoth in the 
Morning the firſt Cannon was fired from the 
Garriſon, (which was indeed the firſt on either 
Side) at a Party of the Enemy who advanced 
to a Point of Land called Philippit, which ſtands 
in the Middle of the Harbour fronting the Gar- 
riſon. We ſuppoſed them Engineers and other 
Officers Who came to reconnoiter our Works. 


We fired at them from the Caſtle and Quern 


Redoubt, by Order of the Governor, killed 
ſome, and the reſt eſcaped. We now received 
Orders to fire at the Enemy wherever we ſaw 
them within Shot of the Garriſon ; nothing 


more remarkable this Day. On the Morrow, 


Saturday May the 1ſt, the French General 
ſent a Drummer with a Meſſage to the Gover- 
nor, who returned the fame Day with his An- 
ſwer. The Governor ſent Capt. Ch:/el! to the 
oppoſite Side of the Harbour, to examine if 


the Enemy were erecting any Works there, but 


perceived nothing. Our Centinels who faced 
the Town 1 a ſmart firing all Night, ſup- 
umbers of the Enemy there, 
who gave however but three or four Shot in 
exchange, | „ 1 
On May the 2d, the Governor ſent a Drum- 


mer with a Letter to the French General, who 


returned the ſame Day with an Anſwer. The 
French Fleet appeared ſome Leagues to the 


the

the Enemy advanced with Implements for 
erecting Batteries, on the other fide the Water 
towards Cape Mola ; but our Fire from the Fort 
put them into great Confuſion;' and killing a 
number of their Men, the reſt were compel- 
led to take Shelter behind the Rocks, until by 
favour of the Night, arriving at their Deſtina- 
5 tion, began to erect their Works, notwith- 
ll ſtanding we kept a briſk Fire towards the Cape, 
for the major Part of the Night. On the Morn- 

| ing of May the 3d, the Enemy's Fleet were 

j ſcarce perceptible ; but between two and three 

[ Thouſand were very diſcernable at Cape Mola, 

cerecting a Gun and Bomb Batteries. The Go- 

vernor ordered a continual Fire from the Caſtle, 
| and Queen's Redoubt, which greatly impeded 

1} and drove them from their Works for ſome 

Time. We did great Execution among them, 
f particularly of thoſe employed in carrying Fa- 
5 chines; a Deſerter from the Enemy was killed 
| on the Glacis by the Centinels; each firing at 
im, who ſeeing him fall, ſuppoſed he only 
meant to ſhelter himſelf from the Fire of the 
Garriſon, till the contrary was found, by a 
Boy whom they diſpatched in Queſt of him, 
| who returned with his Hat. We began on 
| May the 4th, to play our Cannon and Mortars, 
| for the firſt Time, at the Enemy, who continu- 
||} ing their Works, had advanced pretty far, and 
obliged them a ſecond Time to abandon their 
Works. Captain 7, beodore, with eight Greeks, 


0 _—_ us in order to do Duty; and the Day 
; concluded 
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concluded with firing ſome Bombs at the 
Enemy, as they returned to their Works. On 
Wedneſday May the 5th, their Batteries being 
now very conſpicuous, we continued a briſk 
Firing, which did great Execution among the 
Men, and deſtroyed a great Part of their 
Works: Our Centinels Firing from the Marl- 
borough Guard, at ſome of the Enemy who 
came to view that Fort, killed one of their 
Engineers, diſguiſed in a Spaniſb Habit, which 
concluded the Execution of this Day. On the 
6th, we perceived the Enemy had finiſhed a 
five Gun Battery, and a three Mortar Battery: 
we received Orders to Cannonade them without 
Intermiſſion, which was executed with great 
Bravery, from Charles-Fort, Cumberland Bat- 
tery, and Queen's Redoubt; but Charles-Fort only 
continued their Fire the whole Night. On the 
7th, in the Morning the Enemy's Fleet ap- 
peared in Sight, which had not been ſeen for 
A two Days before. They were now twenty 
| four in Number, and becauſe fo encreaſed we 

3} were apprehenſive they had fallen in with, and 
taken ſome. Engliſh Merchantmen, which Ap- 
prehenſion aroſe from our having heard a great 
Firing, at a conſiderable Diſtance at Sea. This 
Night a Party were detached into Town to 
learn, if pofſible, whether the Enemy were 
erecting any Works there; when Serjeant Dung 
and a private Soldier of the Royal Welch Fu- 
ziliers, were made Priſoners, whoſe Captivity 
laſted as long as the Siege. On Saturday, May 
B 6 the 
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( 26 = 
the 8th, the Enemy opened the two Nassen 
alteady mentioned, and each ſide ſeemed to 
exert great Spirit and Reſolution, by an inceſſant 
Fire the whole Day. That of the Garriſon killed 
fome of the Enemy's Gunners, and, did other- 
wiſe: great Injury to their Batteries ; while we 
on our Part, were not altogether excluded from 
the. common Events of War, having however 
but one Man wounded by the Enemy, whoſe 
Shot grazing along the Touch-hole of a loaded 
Gund, diſcharged it, levelled as it was at their 


own Battery. Aceident was at this Time, more 


an Enemy than the French; for two addi- 
tional Gunners: loading a Calm not well 
fpunged, through eagerneſs of annoying the 
Enemy, the latent Fire cauſed; a Diſcharge, 
which coſt them both their Lives; they were 
of Lord Effingham's, Regiment. In the Night, 
a: Party of the: Enemy advanced, almoſt as near 
as our Paliſades, who with undaunted Bravery 
ſtood and returned our Fire for about ten 
Minutes, when they thought proper to retire, 
the Darkneſs of the Night ; preventing the Diſ- 
covery of their; Loſs, if any; there was none 
on our Side. On the gth, they renewed their 
Attack, with the Dawn; and had the Succeſs 
to beat down. one of our Embraſures on the 
Caſtle; and wounded one Man by the Splin- 


ters of their Shells. The Vane of our Flag- 


Staff was alſo. ſhot away by one of their Can- 
non Ball. We fired without Intermiſſion for 


the: a 2 and in the Night a detached 
Ku 
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Party of the Enemy attacked Marlborough Fort; 
they were about five Hundred, who were (6 
bravely repulſed by a Captain's Guard of fifty

Men only, that they retired with ſome Loſs, 


and great Precipitation, after two Hours almoſt 
incredible Refiſtance, with very little Loſs 
to us; after which the Remainder of the 
| Night paſſed undiſturbed by any further Ac- 


tion. On the 1oth, an inceſſant Firing was 
again renewed and kept up, with great Spirit 


and Reſolution on both Sides; oe Woman 


only, a follower of Colonel Riebs Regiment, 
had the ill Fortune to be wounded on this Day. 
The Enemy having erected two Mortar Bat- 
teries in the Town, our Mortars and Cohorns 


were directed to keep a continnal Fire upon 


that Part of it. Lieutenant Kenedy, of Colonel 
Rich's Regiment, was detached by Water round 
Cape Mola, to make his Obſervation of the 
Enemy's Works. On the xzth, nothing ma- 
terial happened on either Side, the Firing was 


continued with the uſual Acrimony, and we 
had one Man wounded: we continued our 
Fire the whole Night to annoy their Works; 
and the Enemy obſerving the Brifkneſs of our 
Fire upon the Town, continued ' theirs with 


their utmoſt Efforts from Cape Mola, for the 


whole Night. On the Morning, May the 12th; 


the French Fleet eamè again in view, after four 
Days abſence. We ſlackened our Fire upon 
Cape Mola for this Day, and at Night hearing 
the Enemy at work in the Town, we con- 
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 tinued a briſk Firing upon it; but the Enemy 


opening à Bomb Battery from the Quay, we 
with all the Vigilance and Activity we were 
Maſters of, endeavoured to annoy them, till 
about Eleven, when opening another Battery 


N of the ſame Weight of Metal, our greatly 


exaſperated Men — the Fury of another 
Fire upon that, which made this Night the 
hotteſt or moſt wrathful Engagement of any 


we had hitherto ſeen, having exchanged up- 


wards of five hundred Shells of different Sorts, 
with the Enemy. In all this heat of Action 
we had the good Fortune to receive but little 
Damage, one of our Bombardiers, with three 
Soldiers on the Queen's Redoubt, being only 


wounded; and one of our Gunners. who un- 


| happily loſt his Leg, by our Mortars taking 


fire by ſome unwarineſs. We continued a 
conſtant Firing ,on the 13th, when two Fr | 
Lord Effingham” s Regiment were wounded, At 
Night the Enemy. continuing their Attack, a 
Soldier of the Royal Melch Fuſiliers was killed 
by a Splinter of a " Shell On the 14th in the 
Morning, one of our Centinels having wounded = 
a French Soldier, brought him Priſoner, who 

gave an Account, that the Enemy were then 
twenty-five Thouſand ſtrong, that Tran- 
ſports had been diſpatched for a Reinforce- 
ment of fix hundred more, with a farther 
Supply of Ammunition, .and that it was a pre- 


vailing Opinion among them, that the Garri- 


ſon mnſt of neceſſity ſpeedily Surrender. It is 
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ro Wonder that an Enemy animated with ſich 
Hopes ſhould make one general Effort for its 
Completion, while a dejected Party, cloſely 
pent up and valiantiy aſſailed, ſaw no Proſ- 
pect of Relief. To this Account he added, 
that they had loft great Numbers of their Sol- 
diers and Subaltern Officers; that our Execu- 
tion on the preceding Night was very confider- 
able, on which Night they had 34 Gunners 
killed. There was a Decreaſe of firing on 
both Sides for this Day, and but one Man of 
Lord Effingham's Regiment wounded by a 
Splinter of a Shell. At Night the Aſſailants 
and Aſſailed exerted greater Vigour, keeping an 


f inceſſant firing the whole Night; that of the 


Enemy was but ſlow, however, from their Bat- 


teries in Town, occaſioned by one of their Mor- 


tars being broken by our Shells; but from 
Cape Mola they kept a vigorous and a conſtant 
Aſfail. Small Parties of the Enemy advancing 
near our weſtern Lunerte, were ſoon repelled F 


ad driven back by the Guards. 


On the 1 5th the Attack was not ſo briſk on 


either Side in the Morning as in the Afternoon, 
when one of the Enemy's Shells falling on the 


North-counter Guard among the Cartridges 
and loaded Shells, ſetting them on Fire, blew 
up a large Stone Blind, broke one Carriage, 
and buried two Guns in the Ruins. This un- 
happy Accident diſconcerted us greatly. We 
had one Man of Lord Eſingbams Regiment 
n in the Shoulder by a Splinter, and 
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| daring the Night we * an inceſſant Fire, 


hich the Enemy did not return with their 
uſual Smartneſs, being employed in raiſing a 
Breaſt- work for erecting a Battery oppoſite the 
principal Barrier; which however we perceived 
not until the Morning, We alſo began to erect 


a Battery near the Draw-bridge, near the North- 


weſt Eaveling. On Sunday the 16th there was 
very little Action on either Side; this Morning 


the French Priſoner, wounded by the Centinel; 


expired of his Wounds; and we had one of 
Colonel Rzche's Regiment, and one of the Ro yal 
Welch Fuſileers wounded by the Splinters of a 
Shell. In the Afternoon the Enemy beat a 
Parley, when an Aid de Camp with a Drum- 
mer defired Admittance, which he obtained 
on Condition, or the Terms, of being blind- 
felded. who being brought to the Governor, 
he produced ſome Pieces of Lead bound with 
Braſs Wire, which he aſſerted were fired from 
the Garriſon; and decleiming upon the Cruelty 
of ſuch a Practice among Chriſtian Powers, 
after ſome ſhort Space, was conducted back in 
the ſame Manner. Tt may be remarked how- 
ever, that however juſt this Complaint, no 
Nation under the Sun are more apt to fall into 
this Error than the French. At this Time a 
Soldier of Colonel Cormeallis's Regiment de- 
ſerted to the Enemy. The Governor made all 
pofible, though fruitleſs Enquiry, offer ing a 
ward of he hundred Dollars to ' diſcover 
the Perſon wu af this unlawful gs

No ſooner Was Fx Officer returned. to his 
Camp, but the Garriſon received their Fire, 
which' continued very briſkly-the whole N 1ght. 
On the 17th early the Enemy began to play 


their Five-gun Battery newly erected oppoſite 


the principal Barrier, and not above two hun- 


dred Yards from our Paliſadoes. They con- 


— firing from this Battery with unuſual 
riſkneſs for the whole Day, , beſides Shells; 


they alſo opened a Battery at Stanhope's Tower, 


whence they played with equal briſkneſs. The 


Garriſon obſerving that the Aſſailants began to 


open their Batteries very faſt, encreaſed their 
firing with great Diligence; and it may be 
truly ſaid there was no Intermiſſion, ſave one 
ſhort intermediate Space, in which Mr. Boyd 
went to the Enemy's Camp with a Meſſage 
from the Governor, at whole return both Sides 
renewed their firing till the Enemy beat a Par- 


ley again, when an Officer with a Drummer 


came'to the principal, Barrier, but was refuſed 
Admittance, becauſe he would not ſubmit to 
be Hoodwinked as the former were: He had 


| ſome Conference with our Officers, and upon 
- - his Diſmiſſion the Cannon, &c. began to play 
again on both Sides. Upon this Day we had 
again the Mortification of a Shell's falling 


among our Cartridges, which with two Bar- 


rels of Powder blew up, but happily we re- 


ceived no other Damage by the Exploſion. We 
loft two Men by this Day's Action, the 


A dae belonging to the Royal Welch F uſileers, 


and

and the other to Colonel Cormuallis's Regiment; 
we had nine wounded: but Night approaching, 


and the Enemy's Fire continuing, we ſuſtained : 


more Damage by the recoiling of a Bomb than 
we had hitherto done from all their Efforts ; 
the Bomb from Stanhope's Tower recoiled 
from the Caſtile Wall into a Place underneath 
the North-weſt Ravelin, otherwiſe vacant than 
as the Habitation of the Cooper and a few others; 

where burſting, it ſet Fire to ſome Powder, blew 

up Part of the Ravelin, killed the Cooper's 

Wife, and almoſt ſuffocated the reſt, who by 

divine Providence, and the Diligence of the 

Soldiers were preſerved. Two Men were 

killed on this Night at the Work. 

On the 18th in the Morning our Officers 
viewing the Breach, perceived a Smoak iſſuing 
at ſeveral Windows from a large Store Room 
adjoining this Ruin, which being on Fire, when 
opened, the Flame by a Vent of Air raged with 
great Fury; but by the Diligence and Agility 
of the Soldiers was ſoon extinguiſhed. The 
Smoak, however, not eſcaping the Enemy's 
Obſervation, they kept a perpetual firing at 
this Place, killed one of Lord Efingham's Re- 
giment, and a ſucceſſive Shell burſting inſtan- 
taneous, tore away three Mens Legs, and 
wounded ſeyeral others. The unhappy three 
| who loſt a Leg each, were a Sailor, a Soldier 
- Colonel Riche's Regiment, and one of Lord 

gham's, the latter dying before he could 
reach the Hoſpital. There was no Abatement”

of Vigour on either Side during this whole Af- 
ternoon, when we had four Men wounded, one 
of Lord Effingham's, two of the Royal Welch 
Fuſileers, and the fourth a Sailor. The Gar- 
riſon made a briſk firing from An/iruther's Fort 
all this Afternoon, imagining, as it afterwards 
proved, the Enemy were erecting a new Battery 
in the Town; for having fired a 32 Pounder, 
which beat down part of a Garden Wall, we 
diſcovered the Work almoſt finiſhed, when 
Mr. Boyd viſiting this Quarter, and beholding 
the Enemy's new erecting Battery through the 
Chaſm, Orders were given to keep a continual 
Fire upon it with four 32 Pounders, which had 
ſo good an Effect that they abandoned the Work 
for that Time; however, a little before Day 
they opened another Battery, which, if I mi- 
ſtake not, is called a Requaſee, becauſe of the 
Elevation of the Guns, in which alſo leſs Pow- 
der is requiſite than uſual to Guns mounted le- 
vel. This Morning, (viz.) on the 19th, the 
Enemy threw a thirteen Inch Shell, which fall- 
ing in the Caſtle Square, made Way into an 
Apartment, the Lodgment of ſome Sailors, by 
which five were unhappily buried under the 
Ruins, and two were wounded ; the Huma- 
nity of the Soldiers ſoon reſcued the wounded, 
and recovered the dead from among the Rub- 
biſh in order for burial. A regular firing was 
continued on both Sides, and again unhappily a 
Shell from the Enemy fell in the midſt of two 
Barrels of Powder, and a few Cartridges on 
rt) 5 _ 
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the South Counter Guard, which blew up, 
without any other Loſs however than that ß 
one Carriage. We had a Serjeant belonging tothe 

Artillery and a Sailor wounded, both by the 

Splinters of a Shell. This Afternoon the Gar- 
riſon were in high Spirits, in full Expectation 
of Relief upon ſeeing the Engliſb Fleet arrive 
from the Weſtward, under the Command of 
the Admirals Byng and Weſt, who firing three 
Guns to Leeward, as a Signal of Friendſhip; 
gave no farther Proof of their being Friends 
nor were they of any Service to us; whence we 
reaſonably conjectured it was only the Effect of 


French Policy to alarm us, as they had ſufficient 
| Reaſon to conclude the Garriſon was very 


weak: When our brave Governor, impatient to 
hear, but could have no Account from the Ad- 
miral, he determined at all Events to ſend a 


Boat off, and accordingly ſent Mr, Boyd with 


other Officers in the Evening, who in their Paſs 
ſage from St. Stephen's Cove were diſcovered: by 
the Enemy, who began to fire their Field Pieces 
and Small Arms at them from Tur#'s Mount, 
but fortunately without Injury to any; but con- 
trary to Expectation, and to the Surprize of 
every Body, the Fleet inſtead of lying too, 
made fail and went off to Sea; and two Tartans 
belonging to the Enemy chaſed the Boat ints 
the Harbour, neither ſeeing or hearing more of 
the Fleet. We had one Man of Lord Effing- 


bam's Regiment wounded this Night, while 
working at the Battery near the-Draw-bridge, 


On 
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On Thurſday, May 20, both Sides kept a flow 
fring all the Forenoon, but in the Afternoon a 


briſker Action was commenced ; when we 


greatly damaged one of 'the Enemy s Batteries, 
which was erected near a Windmill by one of 
our largeſt Shells falling into it, which burnt 
Part of it, though all poſſible Means were 
uſed to prevent it; the Garriſon keeping a 
very briſk and conſtant Fire upon that Quar- 
ter from our Cannon, Mortars and Small Arms, 
prevented the Enemy effectually from extin- 
guiſhing the Fire; and abandoning the Battery, 
they betook themſelves to their Small Arme, 
and fired with exceſſive Fury at our Men at 
the Paliſadoes, but providentially to very little 
Effect. Another of our Shells falling into one 
of their Magazines, made a great Exploſion, 
and quite deſtroyed it. We had two Marines 
and a Woman belonging to the Fuſileers 


| wounded this Day. At Night the Enemy 
opened a Bomb Battery upon Turk's Mount, 


where they annoyed us all Night, without do- 
ing us greater Damage however, than wounding 


two of Lord Efingham's Regiment. We could 
hear the Enemy all this Night drawing Car- 


riages from Mahon into the upper Part of the 
Town, On the 21ſt a conſtant firing as uſual 
was kept on both Sides, two of Colonel Corn- 
wallis's Men were wounded. In the Morning 
the French Fleet came in Sight, and ſteering 
the ſame Courſe which Admiral Byng took, 
we ſoon loſt Sight of them AgAIN, | N this 
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Day two Deſerters entered the Garriſon, bring- 
ing their Arms with them ; from. theſe, and 
not before, we had the Confirmation. of its 
being the Engliſh Fleet, which' we had ſeen 
on the 19th. They likewiſe gave us Informa- 
tion of the frequent Conſultations held in the 
Camp, in order to ſtorm the Garriſon, which 
Deſign was only ſuſpended through Diſagree- 
ment about the Manner of Execution ; their 
final Reſolution, he added, was to din their 
Army into three Columns, that if one were 
deſtroyed by our Mines, Force or Stratagem, 
they might make a freſh Attack in the ſame 
Place, by another Column. The Night coming 
on, the Rigour of War ſeemed to ſlacken a 
little, by a ſlow firing on both Sides, till about 
Midnight, when one of our Shells falling into 
a Carpenter's Yard, and ſetting a Parcel of 

Timber on Fire, the Enemy attempted to ex- 
tinguiſh the Flame, which the Garriſon be- 
holding, ſaatched the Occaſion and fired with 
great Eagerneſs all the Reſidue of the Night; 

when only one Man of Colonel Rzche's Regi- 
ment was wounded, On the 22d, a briſk Fire | 
was continued all this Forenoon. The Deſer- 
ters acquainted our Officers, that upwards of 


four hundred had been Se © hs Camp, as 


many wounded, and a great Number ſick of 
various Diſorders. This Day we heard great 
Rejoicings i in the French Camp, upon account 
of a Victory, as we afterwards learned, which 


the French Admiral pretended he had obtained 
over

over the Britiſh Fleet. We had a Sailor killed, 
on the Caſtle by a Splinter of a Shell, and four 


Men wounded, viz. one of the Artillery, one 


of the Royal Welch Fuſiliers, and two of Lord 
Effingham's Regiment; two Women were alſo 


wounded in the Caſtle, by Splinters of a Shell, 
and at Night one of Col. Cornwallis's Regiment 


received a Wound. ES 


On Sunday the 23d, both Sides continued 
their firing, with different Degrees, or Forms, 
the whole Day; a Shell from the Enemy fall- 
ing at the Door of our Oil Magazine, rolled 
down the Steps and burſt, without doing any 
other Damage than breaking a Caſk of Oil, 
tho' there were a confiderable Number of Men 
then there, who waited to be ſerved with their 
Wine, whoſe Preſervation was owing to the 
Place being of good Cover. This Day two of 
our wounded expired, belonging to Colonel 
Riche's and Lord Effingham's Regiments; we had 
one of Colonel Cornwallis's. wounded: And on 


the 24th, one of the Fuſiliers was wounded 


alſo by the Splinter of a Shell. Towards Night 
both Sides fired but very flowly, the Enemy 
not throwing above twenty Shells, and no great 
Shot at all: But on the 25th in the Morning, 
a very briſk Fire began on both Sides, whic 

continued till Noon, then fſlackened till about 
Four, when both Sides began with incredible 
Fury: During this inceſſant firing, one of the 
Enemy's Shells fell into a Barrack-Door upon 
the main Ditch, and burſting, providentially 
Ke Rn di 
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( 28 ) 
did no Damage, tho' the Place was crouded 
with Men, Women, and Children. This de- 


ſerves Notice as the fpecial Act of Divine Pro- 


vidence, which alone can preſerve us in the 
midſt of the moſt imminent Dangers. We had 
other wife on this Day, one of Lord Efinghart's 
killed, and two of Colonel Riche's wounded. 
On the 26th, a briſk and continual firidg was 
kept up on both Sides for this Day; on which 
there fell a greater Number of the Enemy's 
Shells into the Caſtle Square, than had done 
for the four preceding Days. Nothing more 
remarkable happened this Day, ſave that one 


Woman belonging to the Fufiliers, was 


wounded by a Splinter. At Night we had 
one of Colonel Cornwalliss Regiment wounded 
at the Works, and at Night one of Colonel 
Riche's Men was wounded by our own Centi- 
nel, through the following Miſtake. The Cap- 
tain of the Marlborough Guard, having ſent a 
Corporal with four Men to patrole upon the 
Out-Side of the Paliſadoes, in order to detect 
any Enemy lurking near, when upon their re- 
turn to the Gate, one of the Centinels miftak- 


ing them for the Enemy, not knowing of the 
Detachment, fired upon them, and wounded 


this unhappy Friend in the Thigh. On the 


27th as uſual, 'a continual Fire was briſkly 
kept up on both Sides. A Shell from the 
Enemy unhappily coming down the Chimney in 


the Artillery Barrack, and burſting, deſtroyed 
every Thing in the Houſe except the People, 
whom

whom the Hand of Providence alſo prelerved 


at this Time. During this Night, the Garri- 
ſon kept a very briſk, and the Enemy a very 


flow Fire. We had the good Fortune to have 
none either killed or wounded for theſe twenty- 

four Hours. On 'the 28th, a briſk Fire was 
continued on both Sides, when the Serjeant 
Major of the Artillery died of his Wounds, and 


one Man was bruiſed at Night, by the fall of 


ſome Stones as he was at Work, but nothing 


more remarkable happened this Day. On the 


29th in the Morning, the Enemy's F leet bore 
towards the Harbour, when two of them com- 
ing, as we imagined, within reach of our Guns, 
the Captain of the Anſtruther Guard ordered 
two 32 Pounders to be fired at them from 
the Royal Battery, upon which they tacked 


about and ſtood off to Sea. This was the only 


Time we fired- at their Fleet. The Enemy 
continued a ſlow, and the Garriſon a briſk Fire, 
which diſmounted two of their Guns. at the 
Windmill Battery, and one of our Shells alſo 
blew up a ſmall Magazine. One of their 


Shells falling into the main Ditch, ſet it on 


Fire, which however by the Aſſiduity of the 
Soldiers was ſoon extinguiſhed, which elle, 
being contiguous to the grand Powder Maga- 
zine under the Caſtle, might prove of very 
fatal Conſequence. On the zoth in the Morn- 


ing, we obſerved the Enemy had opened a 


three Gun Battery from Turks Mount. A con- 


tinual* Fire was kept on both Sides all the 


Forenoon,

Forenoon, then ceaſed till almoſt Night, When 
it was renewed on both Sides, for ſome Time, 


with great Vigour, and then ceaſed for the 


Night. Much about this Time we finiſhed the 
Battery near the Draw Bridge; one of our 
wounded died this Morning. On the 31ſt, a 
regular Fire was continued on both Sides, dur- 
ing the Forenoon; in the Afternoon each Party 
exerted great Vigour; we received however 
but little Damage, having only one Man of 
Col. Riche's Regiment wounded by the Splinter 
of a Shell, This Night was remarkable for the 
Deſertion of two Grenadiers, both of the Royal 
Welch Fuſiliers, whom we had reaſon to 
imagine did us great Damage, conſidering our 
then Situation. Both Sides continued their Fire 


till Morning; this Night we had one Man

On June the 1ſt, the Cannon and Mortars 
layed with unuſual Briſkneſs, which con- 
tinued till Night, when one of Lord Efiing- 
bam's Regiment was mortally wounded in the 
Head, by a Splinter of a Shell. Night approach- 
ing the Enemy ſlackened their Fire, being buſy 
in erecting a new Battery between the Tennis- 
Court and Stanhope's Tower, upon an Emi- 
nence which commanded the Garriſon, at 
which we kept a conſtant Fire to no purpole, 
as will appear in the Sequel.

wounded died this Day; and we had four Men 
and two Women wounded before Night came 
on, when we kept as briſk an Attack on both 
Sides, as by Day.

Shell, and was indeed the only Spaniard who 
Was either killed or wounded during the whole 
Siege. This Night Lieutenant Armstrong and 
a Sailor died of their Wounds. On the 1 5th 
in the Morning died another Sailor; the firing 
continued as uſual with much greater Damage 
to the Caſtle than to the Garriſon, the ſhattered 
Condition of which the Enemy obſerving, they 
play'd their ten Gun Battery with greater Vio- 
I than uſyal at Stanbope's Tower.

A Shell from the Enemy falling into a Store- 


Room aſſigned to Lord Efingham's Regiment, 
where an Officer refided, burſt to the Demoli- 
tion of every thing there; but the Officer, who 
was then there, providentially, though very 
narrowly eſcaped. We had two Officers 
. wounded this Day, with a great many Soldiers.

A Bombardier was killed by a Cannon Ball. At 
Night one of our wounded Sailors expired. A 
young Man of Colonel Rzche's having both his 
Legs cut off, underwent the Amputation with 
great Chearfulneſs and Spirits; and at Night 
one of the Royal Welch Fuſiliers loft his Leg 
by a Splinter of a Shell. On the 17th the in- 
ceſſant firing of the Enemy from their five Gun 
Battery in the lower End of the Town, obliged 
us to abandon the Anſtrutber Battery for ſome - 
Time, ſeveral of the Guns and Carriages being 
broken, and the others of no effectual Service. 
| We had unhappily this Day four Soldiers killed 
and ſeven wounded. One of the killed was ſo 
ji | _ torn, that his Bowels hung through the Barrow 
on which he was carried to Charles- Fort. The 
ii approach of Night concluding this fatal Day, 
47 the Cannon, Mortars and ſmall Arms were em- 
1 ployed with all poſſible Diligence till Morn- 
ing, during which Time we had three Men 
'' wounded. On the 18th a very regular firing 
continued on both Sides very fatally for us. A 
Soldier fitting at his Barrack Door was killed 
by a Cannon Ball, and two were wounded. At 
Night, endeavouring to hoiſt a new Flag and 
Flag-ſtaff, we were prevented by the Violence 
of the Enemy's Fire, having one killed and two 
wounded ; and intimidated the more by having 
two killed and one wounded before upon this 
unhappy Night. On the 19th in the Morning 
we repaired the Embraſures on the Anfiruthey, 
and brought four thirty-two Poundets from the 
| Royal 
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(39) 
Royal Battery to replace thoſe rendered uſelefs 
by the Enemy. A very briſk Fire was all this 
Day kept up on both Sides; but the Enemy 
playing ſo warmly from their five Gun Battery, 
deſtroyed and broke down all our Embraſures, 
diſmounted” one of our Guns, and broke ano- 


ther to Pieces; ſo that our Gunners were com- 


pelled to abandon the Battery for that Day. 
Upon this Day our Allowance of Wine was 
reduced to half a Pint a Man for the Day; and 
alſo the Aquadent which uſually and duly uſed 
to be ſerved to thoſe on Duty was intirely taken 
away, the brave General intending to maintain 
the Garriſon while either Liquor or Proviſion 
laſted. We had one Man killed and fix 
wounded this Day. A continual Fire was kept, 
up on both Sides for the whole Night, during 
which we had two Men and a Boy killed, and 
one wounded. On the 20th a regular Fire 
was ſtill kept up on both Sides, when we had 
one killed and two wounded. There was an' 
Increaſe of firing at Night, which continued 
till the Morning, during which five were. 
wounded, and one Man died of former Wounds. 
On the 2 1ſt, by the Fierceneſs of the Enemy's. 
Fire, which. indeed was not inferior to. any. 
former Day, we concluded they had a Deſign 


| to: ſtorm the Garriſon, this being the Pretender's 
 Birth-Day. One of our Shells ſet a five Gun 


Battery on Fire, which, however, the Enemy 
ſoon extinguiſhed, although we kept a conti- 
nual Fire upon them. We had one wounded,

and-one died of his Wounds this Day. Captain 
Hobby was unhappily killed this Day, who in 
Company with ſeveral Officers was ſingled. out 
a Victim, and torn by a Shell in a moſt terrible 
Manner, without the leaſt Injury to any other. 
This Shell falling into the Caſtle, broke through 
a Parcel of Timber which covered a Door; 
which made a. Paſſage into the main Ditch 
where the Officers uſed to aſſemble. This 
Night a continual Fire was kept on both Sides; 
in which we ſet Fi ire to ſome Faſcines and 
Houſes in Town, which the Enemy endea- 
vouring to extinguiſh, we made great Havock 
among "them with great and ſmall Shot for the 
Space of two Hours while the Flame conti- 
nued. We happily eſcaped. having any either 
killed or wounded this Night. 

On the 22d, as uſual, the Fire was very briſk, 
when the Enemy play d with great Fury on 
the South-weſt inward Ravelins, which our 
Soldiers wantonly called the Devil's Battery, 
where deſtroying the Embraſures and Car- 
riages, we were obliged to abandon it for ſome. 
Time, We ſet the Windmill Battery on Fire, 
which they at length extinguiſhed, after burn- 

Ing for > Time with great Fury, notwith-: 
ſtanding our continual Fire upon them; ſo re- 
gardleſs was the French General of the Lives of 
his Soldiers, We had one Man killed, and one 
died of his Wounds. During the Night the 

Fire continued, the Enemy doing greater Da- 
mage to our Works than our Men, which 
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could not poſſibly be again repaired; though 


nothing was left undone for putting them in a 


Poſture of future Defence; being as con- 
ſtantly beat down by the Enemy. as repaired, 
Vvhich occaſioned the Leſs of many Men. This 


Night the Enemy threw a Shell into the North- 
weſt Ravelins, which burſting among ſome 
Cartridges and Shells, ſet them on Fire, with- 
out any further Damage. . We had one Man 
wounded : and now again our Apprehenfion of 
their Intent to ſtorm was renewed. The Of- 
ficers and Soldiers very cheerfully received and 
obeyed the Order of being very alert, and cau⸗ 
tious of being ſurprized. On the 243d the 
Enemy ſlackened their Fire till about Ten, 
when they began again with their uſual Briſk= 
neſs, which we returned as well as poſſible. 
The Enemy had now pulled down ſeveral 
Houſes to open a Paſſage for their Battery in 
Town, which we expected to be opened every 
Hour on the Garriſon, where it was well our 
Courage did not diminiſh with our Works. One 
of our wounded died this Day, when we had 
one killed and five wounded. This Night the 
Enemy kept a briſk Fire, when the Garriſon 


were obliged to flacken theirs, the Works be- 


ing ſo damaged, that we were obliged to aban- 
don the Anftruther Fort, the. Cannon, Car- 
riages, and Works being almoſt deſtroyed, 
without the Poſhbility of repairing them, through 
the continual Fire of the Enemy upon that 
Place; all others we continued diligently to 
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( 42 ) 
keep up as well as our unhappy Situation 
would allow. This Night two were killed and 
ſeven wounded; and Sir Hugh Williams re- 
ceived a flight Wound on the Piquet. On the 

74th in the Morning the Enemy opened Part 
of their Battery in Town, whence tney kept a 
very briſk Fire, at the ſame Time keeping a 
continual Fire from all their other Batteries, 
which damaged our Works more than ever, 
when our Gunners were again obliged to aban- 
don their Stations. This Day Part of the Em- 
braſures on the Kane Lunette were ſet on Fire, 
they having been repaired by Faſcines when the 
Stone Work was deſtroyed. The Fire was ſoon 
_ extinguiſhed. We had two Men killed this 
Day, and four wounded. At Night the 
Enemy kept an inceflant Fire, while ours 
was but flow; but nevertheleſs we ſet fire to 
ſome of their Faſcines in the Town, which 
burnt a long Time with great Fury, but was 
at length. extinguiſhed ; although we played 
upon them with our great and ſmall Arms, 
Shot and Shells. This Night a ſmall Party 

of the Enemy came in Bravado almoſt to 
the Palifadoes, and ſent two of their Party 
upon their Hands and Knees to alarm our 
Centinels, but who, upon being fired at, 
thought proper to retire, as did likewiſe the 
whole Party, with what Loſs we could not 
diſcover, exceſſive Darkneſs then prevailing. 
We had one Man wounded in this ſhort Skir- 


miſh, which terminated the Occurrences of the 
as Dight. 
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Night. On the 2 5th, the Enemy kept a con- 
ſtant Firing for the whole Day, which obliged 
us to abandon our ſhattered Batteries again, 
and conſequently made a flow Fire on our Side 
from our Cannon, but our Mortars were briſkly 
employed for the whole Day. We had two 
killed and twelve wounded. This Night the 
Enemy kept a conſtant Fire from their Gun 
Batteries, which they had neglected to do for 
ſome Time, while our poor Garriſon look d 
with a horrid Aſpect. A Party of the Enemy, 
under the Command of an Officer, advanced 
almoſt to the Kane Lunette, yet avoided firing 
but our Centinels obſerving them, fired upon 
them; and being exceſſive dark, we could 
only diſtinguiſh by their Groans, that many 
had been killed and wounded. We had five 
wounded this Night. On the 26th. in the 
Morning, the Enemy kept as fierce and inceſ- 
ſant a Fire as they had ever yet done; and the 


Garriſon, though the Works were in a very 


ſhattered Condition, ſeemed to increaſe their 
Fire. The brave Governor iſſued Orders that 
the Gunners ſhould keep as much as poſſible 


under Cover, and fire when Opportunity 


offered, owing, as was ſaid, to the Captain of 
the Artillery s having acquainted him with the 
Impoſſibility of their ſtanding to their Guns. 
Our Mortars, nevertheleſs, played conſtantly 
upon them. This Day two of our wounded 
died; and five wered wounded. At Night the 
Enemy continued a ſmart Fire, and the Gar-

rifon but a ſlow, except from our ſmall Arms, tq 
keep our Glacis clear. We had four wounded, 
On the 27th in the Morning the Enemy's Fire 
continued as uſual, as did our Mortars like- 
wiſe; for the major Part of our Cannon were 
rendered uſeleſs to us. Major Godfrey, with 
five others, were wounded by the Burft of one 
Shell which fell in the Maip Ditch. A dark 
Night approaching, the Enemy began to play 
upon us from all their Batteries, with their Can 
non, Mortars, Shells, and ſmall Arms, with 
greater Fury than they had hitherto done, (if 
3 .) We continued our Fire upon them, 

ith all our Cannon and Mortars of every De- 
nomination, which continued on both Sides, 
until a ſudden Silence reigned in the Enemy's 
Camp, who however ruſhing impetuous like 
a Torrent from the Town, made their Way 
upon the Anſtruther, to the Amount of about 
three Thouſand; our Centinels eſpying them 
as they paſſed the Quay Guard Houſe, began 
to fire, and our Guards catching the Alarm, 
formed themſelves for their Reception, gave 
them a Diſcharge, and fell back to load again z 
then mounting the Barcket, gave them two 
more. They on their Part kept a terrible Fire 
upon us, and we continued ours upon them, 
until they came cloſe to the Palliſadoes; we 
being only twenty in Number, with one Officer 
for the Guard of that Place, were compelled 
to retire in the beſt Manner we were able to 
our Captain of the Guard, who had nobly 
maintained 
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maintained his Poſt, and ordering 1 us into the 


Left of his Guard, gave the Enemy another 
Volley or two; but being at length forced to 
retreat before ſuch unequal Numbers, they be- 


came Maſters of the Covered Way, of the An- 
ftruther, and alſo the Argyle. By this Time the 
whole Garriſon were alarmed, who haſtened to 
their Alarm Poſts, whence they continued a 


terrible Fire upon them, and more efpecially 


from the Fuſiliers, who killed Numbers of 


them ; and thus the brave Garriſon prevented 
their advancing farther in this Part of the Garri- 


ſon. The Enemy were by this Time got into the 


Ditch of the Queen's Redbubt, and became Maſters 
of that Fort. The Queen's Redoubt being taken 
with the Loſs of Lieutenant Whitehead, and 
ſeveral others, the reſt retired into the Sub- 
teraneous Paſſages, to guard them. In that 
Part of the Garriſon, who ſtopped the Enemy 
from advancing, Kane's Lunette Guard did 
Wonders, and maintained their Poſt againſt the 
moſt powerful Efforts of the Enemy to ) diſlodge 
them; with ſuch Ardor and Intrepidity did 
they maintain their Poſt, and repel the Enemy. 

By this Time we ſprung five Mines, three of 


which were to little Effect; but the other two 
deſtroyed Numbers of them, particularly the 


Mine near the Argyle Fort. The Enemy 
having attacked the Weſt Part of the Garriſon 
in a Manner equal to the North, they were 
more expoſed to our Fire, becauſe of the Re- 
moteneſs of the Garriſon from Town: here they 
A attacked 
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(46) 
attaked the Weſt Lunette, when it was alſo 
defended with great Bravery. The Enemy, 
however, in the midſt of Fire and Smoke, re- 
gardleſs of the Loſs of Men, made themſelves 
Maſters of a four Gun Battery, but were 
obliged to abandon it again, with infinite Loſs; 
a conſtant Fire being made from the Princeſs 
Carolinas Lunette, ſuſtained by ſome of our 
Piquets. The Survivors fled with great Preci- 
pitation over the Paliſadoes, and flew back to 
the Town. With ſuch exalted Courage and 
exerted Bravery, did this fatigued Part of the 
Garriſon maintain their Ground againſt unequal 
Numbers, each Officer and Soldier emulous of 
Glory. Lieutenant Colonel Fefferys was made 


Priſoner in this Attack; and Major Cunningham 


was wounded. On the South Side of the Gar- 
riſon (or that next the Sea) the Enemy came 
in Boats, one of them laden with Scaling Lad- 


ders, and attacked the Garriſon on that Side, 


but were ſoon repulſed; the Boat with Scaling 
Ladders was taken, and others ſunk. This Poſt 
was maintained by very few Men, but ſuch 
was the Courage which now diſplayed itſelf, 
that ſome of the Sick and Wounded came out 
of the Hoſpital to join in defence of this Quar- 
ter. At this Time the Marlborough Fort was 
attacked by ſeven hundred Men, led on by a 


Prince of the Blood, the Volunteer already 


mentioned in the Courſe of this Narrative, who 
were repulſed with great Loſs. It: is 1 to 


ſay more to the Honour of this BS. than that 


it 
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it was defended by a Captain and fifty Men. 
When the Day appeared, the Enemy, fatipucd 
with the Night's Encounter, beat a Parley, 
when our Men forebore their Firing with ſuch 
Reluctance, that our Officers were obliged to 
ſtop them with Menaces Sword in Hand. We 
had about forty killed and wounded, and the 
Enemy fifteen Hundred. I am now almoſt arriv'd 


at the Period of this memorable Siege, where 


four Regiment and one Company of Artillery 
maintained the Garriſon, againſt ſuch Num- 


bers of the Enemy by Sea and Land for ſuch 


a length of Time, and with a Glory perhaps 
ſcarce paralleled in Hiſtory. It is not to be 
wondered then that we were bore down by 
ſuch an Army, ſupported by ſuch a Fleet, to 


whom we were, comparatively ſpeaking, but 


an Handful. Amidſt our Diſtreſſes, ſo harraſſed, 


ſhattered and neglected, upon what honourable 
Terms the Fort was at laſt ſurrendered, the 
Articles of Capitulation beſt will ſpeak, which 
Were as follow:
